THE CONTRAST.

w She looketh well tothe ways of her house-
hold, and eateth not the bread of idlcness.”

Having passed the summer months in a
small village, in one of the Western states,
I had opportunity to become fumiliarly
acquainted with the characters and cir-
cumstances of two families, in one neigh-
borhood, which formed a striking contrast
to each other.

The different degrees of happiness and
respectability enjoyed by these families
might readily be traced to the different
management of the two mothers. Their
husbands, Mr. Genett and Mr. Ladd,
were farmers, both of whom had been en-
abled, some years previous, by a decent
patrimony, to purchase a good farm at the
West. Betore they left their native State,
they were temperate, but not temperance
men. As istoo ofien the case, the lubors
and hardships incident to clearing up new
settlements, proved the means of exposing
the latent evils of the human heart in all
their native and disgusting deformity.
In the course of a.few years, both these
hasbands became confirmed drunkards.
Their children had arrived at an age to
render great assistance in the cultivation
of their respective farms, and had there
been wise management on the part of both
the methers, they might have been equal-
ly happy and prosperous.

Mrs. Geuett was born in an castern
city. She was not only amiabie, but as to
books, well informed. She also possessed
a fine countenance, and agrecble manners;
and by strangers especially, she was con-
sidered a prepossessing woman. - But not.
withstdnding all these commendations,
I hesitate not to say, that she was totally
unfit, under any circumstances, fora wife
or a mother. Indolence and self-esteem
were the predominant traits of her charac-
ter. In early life, like too many others,
she probably imbibed the impression,
that domestic labor, and the requisite
attention to domestic duties, were unbe-
coming a lady. Mrs. Genetl’s house, as
might be expected, was always untidy, and
in an uproar. <

Her children were iudolent, quarrel-
some. selfish, and disobedient. 1 regret to
say, that they were taught, even by their
mother, to treat their father with disre.
spect, and rudeness, which often so exas-
perated him, that the most revolting
scenes ofton occurred between this father
and his sons. The Sabbath was speut by
these children, by sauntering in the fields
in pursuit of pleasure, or in gathering nuts
or berries. Though Mrs. Genett was a

fessor of religion, yet how often was
the name of God profaned in her family.

O.-how could a mother be so totally
blinded as to suppose that she did truly
Jove her God, or was disposed to obey
his holy and reasonable commands, while
she so sinfully neglected to train up her
children in the way they should go, alike
jeopardizing their temporal & eternal wel-
fare! Rarely ever did a remoastrance fall
frorn this mother’s lips, even for the most
flagrant offences, and never did her voice in
prayer, fall like *sweet music upon the
delighted ear of her children.” Pusitive
and open rebellion to her commands was
of every day occurrence s I need not add,
that a more indolent and ungovernable
family was not to be found. Ouoe of her
dauginen_s was at length married, and for
two - years, her example was arevolting
comment upon her mother’s miserable
management. At the expiration of this

iod, God, in‘his sovereign mercy, " saw
fit to snatch this mother as a brand from
the burning; and she is now endeavoring
1o retrace her steps, hoping, il possible, to
dislodge some of her own early and erro-
neous impressions. Itisdue to Mr. Genett
to say, that his management with his
children, when not under the influence of
the inebriating cup, was far more consis-
tent than that ofhis wife. "[le always set
before them an example of industry and
cconomy; b had not this been the case,
utter ruin and poverty must have ensued.
And here I would remark : What a bless-
ing parents entail upon their children
when they train them to habits of industry
and economy! In the case of Mr.
Genett, this fact was strikingly exempli-
fied. Even after many years of intem-
eprance, his habits of early childhood
had such a powerful influence over him,
that they might be said, wmainly, to sway
the husband, the father, and the man.

Let us now reverse this sad picture.
Behold in Mrs. Ladd, a womaa in_whom
was centred every requisite qaulification
to render her a good wife and mother!
She was a pattern of Christain fortitude,
patience, self-denial, perscverance, activi-
tv, industry, ueatness, and cconomy : nor
cagld any onme doubt that u'l
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' earthly parent, and benefactor, they were

shining qualties wcre the fraits of a vital
union with Christ.  Her daily walk,
her fervent prayers, and her faith in the

romises of a covenant-keeping God,
with his Dblessing upon her efforts, has
placed r son, as a faithful and successful
minister of the Gospel, over a flourishing
Church.

It might be said of Mrs. Ladd, *She
looketh well t; the ways of her house-
hold, znd cateth not the bread of idle-
ness ;' nor were her children suffered to
spend their time in idleness or frivolity.
The very first indication of disrespect, or
rebellion against their father’s authority,
was instantly put down. They werecon-
tioually reminded, that as he was their

bound to obey, whenever they could con-
sistently, for, being an intemperate man,
his requisitions at lilnes were netther rea-
sonable, or even possible to be complied
with ; still they were dutiful and affection-
ate children, beloved and respected by all
who knew them. Seven or eight of
these children have hopefully passed from
death unto life. One of the daughters
has married a useful and pious man, fill-
ing one of the highest aud most lucrative
oflices in the county ; and it is believed
that * she will do him good and not evil
all the days of her life ; yea, that her chil-
dren will rise up and eall her blessed.”
Is it not a sufficient encouragement to a
mother, if, after a life of prayer, of toil,
and self-denial, she may but see her chil-
dren fitted for the service of her Saviour,
and for every duty incumbent upon them
in any department of this life?  Why do
not mothers, at the present day, possess
the self-denial and energy of Roman and
Spartan mothers? They were willing to
endure any fatigue, and to suffer any pri-
vation, that their sons, and their daughters
might fight the battles of their country.
The tocsin is also sounded for us—let us
prepare our sons and daughters to engage
in a more noble contest, even to fight the
battles of the Lord, contendingeagainst
vice, notonly inevery untoward form,
such as Sabbath-breaking, intemperauce,
aud profanity, but likewise against the more
insidious evils of the heart, such as vani-
ty, pride, and a love of the world. How
many of our daughters are commonly
married and sent out into the world, use-
less encumbrances, fit only to grace the
parlor or the ball-room! Why will not ex-
perience teach mothers, that, if they
would see their daughters happy and re-
spectable, they must qualify them for a
lite of usefulness? What a mistaken idea,
that gentility and usefulness are incompati-
ble with each other!

Truly it may be said. of that woman
who is possessed of an amiable disposi-
tion, pleasing and gentle manners, com-
bined with a knewledge of **household
good,” or domestic dutics, that her price
isabove rubies ; * ven, the heart of her
husband doth safely trust in her, and he
shall have no need of spoil.”

Fram the Cultivator.

REMARKABLE LARGE CORN CROY.

Mr. Jesse Buel.—1It affords me pleasure
to be enabled to resort to your very uscful
agricultural heriodical as a medium through
[ can bear testimony to the valuc and impor-
tance of the soil of our litile State of Dela-
ware.

Little has been herctofore known. beyond
its own limits, of the superior quality of the
soil of the peninsula of Delaware and Ma-
ryland, and of its advantageous location ;
but the present age of improvement has,
fortunately, brought within a part of our ter-
ritory the public improvements of’ a canal,
and two rwl roads, which have developed
to the world the iimportance of our Jocation,
the beauty of our country, and the suscep-
tibility of our soil, to the greatest extent of
production and improvement,  These im-
provements appear also to have infused new
life into our citizens, and caused « spirit of
enterprise and industry which has been
most beneficial to the agricultural interests

with the following statement of a crop of
corn, raised last year, by Maj. Philip Rey-
bold, onc of our most enterprising farmers—
one to whom our community are largely .in-
debted for the impetus given to our aqficul-
tural improvements—viz : i

On one field of 22 acres, he raised
16 bushels, about 100 3.4 bushdls per acre.

On another field, 30 acres, he rased 2,2
40 3-4 bushels, about 75 bushels peraere.

On do. 27 acres he raised 1,319 bushels,
about 67 bushels per acre. )

79 acres—total crop 6,251 1-2 bushels—
avcraging for the whole crop of 66 acres,
near 80 bushels to the acre—and all this
upon a soil that was not naturally as good
as a greater part of the soil of this country:
and broughtup within the last ten yeas,
from an extreme state of poverty.

Ihave obtained from Maj. Reybold, a
statement of the mode adopted by him for the
improvement of his land, as well as the cul-
tivation of the crop of corn here referred to,
which is as follows: On the field of 22
acres, about 7 years ago, he put 60 bushels
of stone lime to the acre and planted it in
corn, in the following spring he put it in
oats, and jn the fall put on about 40 loads of
barn yard manure to the acre, and sowed it
in wheat and timothy seed, and in the ensu-
ing spring with clover. It remained in
grass until last spring, receiving an interme-
diate top dressing in 1833, of 40 loads of
barn yard manure per acre.  He mowed it
for 3 or 4 successive years, and each year
obtained from2 1-2to 3 tons of hay per
acre.  Last spring be gave it another top
dressing of 40 loads per acre of long ma-
nure, which was permitted to remain as
long as possible in order to give the grass
a chance of starting through it. He then
ploughed itup about ten inches deep, with
a No. 5 cancave plough, which completely
covered the manure; he then gave it a
stroke with the harrow along the course of
the plough furrows, and then crossways, and
struck it out very shoal, 3 1.2 feet from the
centre to centre each way. Afterthe corn
came up, he harrowed it both ways with the
fallow harrew, and from that, until the first/
of July, he gave it-three dressings with the
cultivator (fluke harrow) first crossing the
ploughtracks ; in ten or twelve days the
other way, being very careful not to disturb
the manure by going too deep, with the cul.
tivator. The plough was never used in the
ficld after planting, and thecorn thinned so
as to leave 3 good stock in the hill.  When
the corn become fit to top and blade he cut
it off by the ground and put it up in shocks.

"The field of 30 acres—one hall’ he cov-
ercd with oyster shell lime, 100 bushels to
the acre, and 5 acres with marl, 12 loads to
the acre, and previous to planting in corn,
the whole fiell was covered with 40
loads of long manure per acre. The pro-
duce of the ground on which the lime and
mar] were put, was about equal, and cx-
ceeded that of the ground which had not the
benefit of the lime and marl, about 12 to 15
bushels per acre as near as he could judge.
"The ficld was planted and tilled in the sume
way as the one described. In order to test
the advantage of the cultivator over the
plough, for tilling corn, lie had 5 furfows in

1 this ficld that he Tapped the furrow to, with a
plough, previous to going over it the last)

time with the cultivator. II¢ soon discov-
ered that the growth of those five years fell
shiort, in heiizht, of those adjacent, and yicld-
ed one-fith less corn.

‘I'here is no doubt butthis 1node of till-
ing corn, especially where the soil ground is
used, is, to plough deep, and to use nothing
but the fallow and fluke harrow for its culti-
vation. By not disturbing the sod ploagh-
ed down, it remains there as a reservoir ©
moisture, and an ecxhilarating principle
throughout the season, to the growth of the
corn. .

. "The third ficld of 27 acres was covered
with about 30 loads of manure to the .acre,
in the spring of 1834, and 6 or 7 years
ago, 60 bushcls of stonc lime, per acre, .was
putuponit, The planting and mode ofcul-
tivation was the same. I might here re-
mark, that all the second, and a part of the
third ficld, were in corn, the year before last.

Note.—'T'he management which led to the
extraordinary product of corn, should be
decply impressed upon the mind of every
corn grower. 1, Phe ground was well dung-
ed with long manure; 2, it was planted on 4
grass ley with one deep ploughing; 3, it was,
pulverized with the harrow; 4, the plough was
not used in the after culture, nor the corn
hilled, but the cultivator only used; 5, the’
<ol was not disturbed, nor the manure turn-
ed to the surface; and 6, the corn was cut
at the ground, when it was fitto top. These
are the points which we have repeatedly
urged in treating of the culture of this crop;

Ly this notable result.  The value of lime
and marl arc well illustrated in the sccond?

I'o avoid all taint from the butter vessels,
and the Letter to “eyelude it from the air,
which soon injure:‘:i, the butter is packed
close in clean stonc jars, and when vearly
filled, is covered with a strong brine, render-
cd pure hy . previous boiling, skimming and
scttling. ~ In twenty months this brinc has
been twice renewed, on the apppearance of
a film upon the surface of the old pickle.
To preserve butter, air and water, and heat
above 65 or 70 degrees are to he guarded
againstas much as possible. The brine
upon the surface doecs not penetrate the
mass, nor while sweet, taint it, but it tho-
roughly exeludes the air.— Cullivator.

CONGRESS OF THE UNITED STATES.

Fripay, Juxe 24, 1836.

A message was reccived from the Presi-
dent of the United States, announcing his
approval of the bill to regulate the public de-
posites;

Mr. Clay remarked that the message just
communicated by the President announced
‘the gratifying fact that he had approved the
deposite bill. e (Mr. C.) was extremely
glad of it, and it afforded ground for great
rejoicing; but he could not refrain from ob-
serving that the same fact was announced
this morning in the Globe, in an. editorial
article which bore an authorized character ;
and that it was pot according to cstablished
usage, nor respectful towards Congress, that
his approbation of a bill passcd by that body
should be communicated to the editor of a
newspaper prior fo the communication of
the fact to that House in whichthe biil had
originated.

The following message was also received
from the President of the UnitediStates :

To the President of the United States :

In compliance with a resolution of the
Senate of the 18th instant, I transmita (e-
port from the Secretary of State, with the
papers therewith presented.  Not having
aceurate and detailed information of the
civil, military, and. political condition of
"Texas, I have deemed it expedient to take
the necessary measures, now in progress, to
procure it, before deciding upon the course
to be pursued in relation to the .newly de-
clared Government.

of Texas—the organization of its Govern-
' ment, and its capacity to maintain its _inde-
pend ence; and, also, any correspondence
which may have taken place between the
Exceative of the United States and the Gov-
ernment of Texas or its agents,” has the
[ honor to lay before the President the ac-
companying ¢opies of papers addressed to,
and left at, the Department of State by per-
sons claiming to be agents ot the Republic
of Texas; being all the information and cor-
respondence called for by the resolution.
F'No answers having been returned to any of
these communications, they remain for fur.
ther consideration, and such direction as the
President shall hereafter give.

All which is respectfully presented.

The message having been read,

Mr. Clay rose, and said it did not appear
to him to be necessary that a reference

4 should be made of this message, as the Pres:-

dent himself states that he deems it requi-
site that he shall have further information
on the subject before he determines on the
propriety of rocoguizing the independence
of Texas. The Committee on Foreign
Relations in their report hadcertainly thrown
out no reflection on the President as having
been too tardy in his movements, but had
come to the conclusion that it would be
roper to recognize the indcpendence of
Texas whenever it should be communicated

{ that she had a Government able to sustain

itseif.  As the President had signified a de-
sire to wait for further information before he
acts, there would probable be no necessity to
move to refer these papers to the  Commit-
tecon Forcign Relations. He moved to
lav the message on the table, and print it.
“Mr. Preston stated that the only fact ne-
cessary to be established was, that the war
in Texas had terminated; and that was pro-
ved by the documents accompanying the
message.  Hz would, however, concur in
themotion of the Senator from Kentucky,
mercly reserving to himsell the privilege
to move further in the subject, if, on reflec.
tion, he should feel convinced that such
course was advisable. The present incli-
nation of his mind was to move to refér the
resolution of the Committee on Foreign Re-
lations back to that committee with instruc-
tions to report a resolution to recognize the
